Philip  ROBLBI,  U.  E.  Loyalist,  of  Adolphustown,  according  to  his  loyalist  Claim, 
was  born  in  jtaerica  and  was  living  in  Orange  County,  Kcw  York,  when  the 
Aneriean  Revolution  broke  out.  From  the  outset  he  adhered  to  the  British 
cause  and  was  imprisoned  in  irons  for  13  weeks.  He  was  released  eventually 
and  Joined  the  British  in  New  York  in  1779,  where  he  was  employed  in  the 
Barrack  Master fs  Department.  lis  family  was  subjected  to  considerable 
punishment  because  of  this.  His  son,  John,  was  wounded  in  the  knee  by  a 
rebel  raiding  party,  and,  because  of  neglect,  became  a  cripple.  Eventually 
the  family  reached  few  York  and  the  safety  afforded  by  the  British  troops. 
When  the  peace  was  signed  and  Ibw  York  was  evacuated  by>  the  Iritish,  tho 
Roblin  family  act  sail  on  the  8th  Sept.,  1733,  for  Canada,  where  they 
landed  on  the  23rd  at  Sorcl. 

According  to  hie  Loyalist  Claim  Philip  Roblin  had  l£  acres  of  land  with 
one  tenth  share  of  a  grist  mill  and  saw  mill  at  Smith's  Cove  which  had  bean 
inherited  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  from  the  estate  of  her  father,  Garret 

iller,  who  died  in  177lu  This  land,  ploughed  land  and  meadow,  was  worth 
i  £  per  acre.  Philip  Roblin  also  had  l£0  acres  of  leased  land  which  he  Jotf 
had  of  Philip  Livingston  before  the  war.  ITis  annual  rent  was  4  6  per  annum, 
lb  bought  the  improvements  on  this  property  for  a  similar  price,  and  made 
further  improvements  by  fencing  it  and  by  building  sone  new  buildings.  One 
hundred  acren  -were  cleared,  and  there  war?  a  good  orchard.  I30  had  a 

house  and  two  lots  in  Ifcw  York  which  he  bought  in  1779,  on  one  of  which 
he  built  a  house,  '.-hen  he  escaped  to  Ifew  York  he  loft  at  Smith's  Cove,  U 
horses,  1  yoke  of  oxen,  6  cows,  15>  sheep,  %  bee  hives,  wheat,  furniture 
and  farming  utensils.  All  these  were  lost  to  hi; .. 

The  ."iller  family  were  Palatine  Germans  who  escaped  from  tho  Rhine  Valley 
about  1709,  and  settled  in  Limerick  County,  Ireland,  /bout  1760  Carre t, 
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The  RCDLIIJ  Family , 
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born  in  the  Rhine  Valley  in  1700,  emigrated  to  America  with  his  wife  and 
family.  They  settled  in  Hew  York  State  and  established  a  coircxunity  known 
as  ItLller's  idlls.  Garret  died  here  in  177U,  and  his  children,  all  Loyal- 
ists, found  new  homes  under  the  British  flag  in  various  sections  of  what 
is  now  Canada. 

Philip  Roblin's  name  first  appears  in  Canada  on  a  nominal  roll  of  re- 
fugee Loyalists  who  drew  clothing  at  Sorel,     uebec,  on  19  I*ov.,  1783, 
Philip  signing  a  receipt  for  the  sarae.  At  that  time  hie  family  consisted 
of  a  wife,  one  son  over  ten  years  of  age,  two  children  under  six  and  two 
over  six.  A  second  list  of  refugee  Loyalists  in  Canada  in  December,  1783, 
gives  further  details  of  Philip's  family,  which  consisted  of  himself,  his 
wife,  onn  son  over  twelve  years  of  age,  two  sons  between  six  and  twelve, 
and  two  daughters  under  six.  A  third  list,  being  a  muster  roll  of  Loyal- 
ists and  disbanded  soldiers,  dated  2  Feb.,  17&U,  desirous  of  settling  in 
Canada,  has  Philip  Poblin,  a  wife,  three  :ons  over  ten  and  two  daughters 
under  ton.  A  fourth,  and  last,  muster  roll  of  refugee  Loyalists  and  dis- 
banded soldiers,  dated  £  Oct.,  178U, settled  in  Adolphustown  Township, 
contains  Philip  Roblinfs  name  with  no  change  in  the  status  of  his  family. 
Phili  p    loblin  drew  Lot  21;  in  the  third  concession  of  Adolphustown,  on  the 
south  shore  of  Hay  Day,  where  he  was  re  iding  when,  on  Feb.  k,  1788,  he 
appeared  in  Montreal  before  the  Royal  Commissioners  and  presented  his 
claim  for  losses  during  the  Revolution.  Philip  died  in  Adolphustown  later 
in  the  same  year,  leaving  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  jadsdgkfc  and  eight  or 
nine  children.  The  widow  wan  then  33  years  of  age. 

Playter's  history  of  Methodism  (1862)  throws  some  light  on  the  family  of 
Philip  PtftflllU  Inferring  to  the  formation  of  the  first  liethodist  class  in 
Canada  at  Paul  Butt  's,  in  Adolphustown,  it  states  that   'Two  idles  west  of 
Paul  Ihiff  's,  whore  the  meetings  on  the  Hay  Bay  were  lield,  lived  a  widow 
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The  RDBLHI  Family. 
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with  her  four  sons  and  four  daughters.  Philip  Roblin,  her  husband,  died 
in  1733.  The  house  was  larger  than  ordinary,  having  two  log  houses  joined 
together.  Vftth  the  best  accommodation,  and  well  inclined  to  the  new 
Treacher,  the  Roblins  lodged  Mia  and  took  care  of  his  clothes. •  Two  years 
later,  in  1792,  the  Hay  Bay  Church,  the  first  Methodist  Church  in  Canada, 
which  is  still  standing,  was  built.  In  a  list  of  subscribers  to  the  cost 
of  construction  is  found  the  name  of  Elizabeth  Roblin.  She  subscribed 
1  12.0.0.  A  reference  to  her  is  as  follows  J    'Elizabeth  Roblin  is  the 
widow  aire  a  y  mentioned*.  She  and  her  husband  came  into  Canada  about  the 
end  of  the  war.  They  entered  by  way  of  Lake  Charaplain,   (as  did  great 
numbers  of  the  onogrants)  passed  up  the  Richelieu  river,  and  wintered 
at  Sorel,— living  on  rations  allowed  by  the  Government.  In  the  spring, 
the  family  passed  up  the  St.  Lawrence,  in  batteaux,  or  flat  bottomed 
boats,  came  on  to  the  Bay  of  ruinte,  coasted  the  numerous  bays  and  inlets, 
and  finally  took  possession  of  land  on  the  .".ay  Bay.  It  is  uorthy  of  remark 
that  the  wintering  of  the  emigrants  in  Lower  Canada,  whila  a  great  conven- 
ience to  them,  re  suited  in  an  evil  to  Upper  Canada  which  is  still  in- 
creasing, and  can  never  be  got  rid  of.  The  Drench  farmers  grow  thistles 
on  their  land,   as  now.  The  emigrants  filled,  their  beds  with  the  straw. 
The  beds  were  carried  to  the  different  farms  in  Upper  Canada  in  the 
batrtoaux.  The  thistle  seedr  found  their  way  to  the  land,  and  the  land  has 
never  been  free  from  thistles  sinco.  The  subscription  of  the  widow  was 
very  liberal}  indeed,  the  Roblins  of  the  Bay  of    uinte  have  always  been 
hospitable  and  liberal  minded  people.' 

Itol     Ibr  son  Philip  was  the  father  of  the  present  John  P.  Roblin,  of 
Pictcn,  a  man  who  has  served  Ms  country  in  several  Parliaments  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  al^o  the  liethodist  Church  in  different  offices.  Rer  daughter 
Ilancy,  born  in  17311,  and  connected  with  the  I^thodists  from  the  first 
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until  now  (1361),  is  tho  Mother  of  a  large  branch  of  the  Kbtcheson  family 

in  tho  county  of  Hastings*

The  H  COVE  M  above  refered  to  should  be  " CLOVE  H  meaning  a 
cleft  in  a  mountain.  It  is  situated  in  Cornwall  Presinct, Orange  County 
a  short  distance  below  Newburg  and  on  a  branch  of  the  Erie  R.R.  which 
runs  through  it.  At  the  time  of  the  Revolution  Isaac  VanDuewi,  founder 
pf  the  Orange  County  branch  of  the  family  lived  near  there  on  a  tract  of 
land  o£  a  thousand  acres  which  he  purchased  about  1745, some  of  which  is 
still  in  the  possession  of  his  descandants.  The  land  was  part  of  a  tract 
patented  to  Andrew  Nicholas  Aug. 24.1721.  The  will  of  Garret  Miller  of 
Smiths  Cove  dated  Oct  5th.  1777, and  probated  junel 3th. 1778  mentions  wife 
-(unamed)  and  children, Joshua, Mary,  Elizabeth,  Garret,  Nathan,  Sarah, 
Samuel, Ann,  Hampton  and  Jermiah.  Philips  wife  was  Elizabeth  Miller, dau.

One  of  the  Landmarks  of 
P.E.  County,  to  Be  Razed 


One  of  the  most  famous  landmarks 
in  Prince  Edward  County  may  be  torn 
down  soon.  The  Rofolin  Mail  at  Amel- 
iasburg,  built  120  years  ago,  and  clos- 
ed down,  has  developed  a  serious 
crack  in  the  stone  walls.  NOw  the 
danger  is  that  the  whole  of  the  west 
end  of  the  main  building  may  fall. 

John  Roblm,  the  first  of  the  clan 
to  settle  in  Prince  Edward  County, 
was  a  United  Empire  Loyalist.  His 
son.  Owen,  built  the  present  mill  in 
1842.  Powered  by  water,  from  nearby 
Robliin's  Lake,  the  mill1  had  a  forty- 
foot  head  of  water  over  the  wheel. 
Pish  in  the  lake  at  that  time  were 
so  thick  that  a  man  was  paid,  full 
time,  to  net  fish  entering  the  gates 
of  the  mill,  and  prevent  them  from 
going  through,  and  perhaps  jamming 
the  wheel. 

During  one  year,  the  lake  failed. 
Rather  than  close  the  mil,  the  owners 
at  the  time  decided  to  convent  bo 
steam  power.  The  conversion  took  al- 
most a  year,  and  by  the  time  it  was 
completed  the  lake  was  full  again. 

FINE  STONE  STRUCTURE 

The  main  building  of  the  mill  is 
an  impressive  stone  structure,  five 
storeys  high.  The  stone  to'  build  it 
came  from  Kingston,  by  schooner, 
according  to  some  accounts,  and  was 
hauled  over  land  from  Redinersville. 
Other  accounts  suggest  the  stone  may 
have  been  local,  removed  when  the 
road  to  Redhersville  was  cut  into  the 
escarpment  on  which  Ameliasburg 
stands. 

The  inside  of  the  mill  is  of  wooden 
construction,  and  most  of  it  is  in 
good  repair.  The  floors  appear  solid, 
except  at  the  very  dangerous  west 
end,  the  millstones  are  still1  in  place 
and  apparently  ready  for  work,  and 
most  of  the  wooden  machinery  might 
still  work. 

Perhaps  the  most  surprising  ex- 
ample of  preservation  is  the  old  flour 
sifter.  This  wooden  machine,  on  one 
of  the  upper  floors,  retains  some  of 
the  silk  screens  that  once  sifted1  the 
flour,  and  there  is1  still  flour,  many 
years  old,  in  the  machine.  Although 
the  windows  are  boarded  up,  some 
parts  of  the  mill  convey  an  impression 
that  the  business  is  just  closed  for 
a  weekend. 

NEVER  CLOSED 

During  the  mill's  heyday,  however, 
it  was  never  closed.  When  the  Amer- 
ican Civil  War  put  rifles  in  the  hands 
of  most  American  men,  Canadian 
farmers  grew  the  food  for  most  of 
the  Northern  States,  and  Upper  Can-

BIRD   SPEED  LIMITS 

How  fast  to  migrating  birds  travel? 
Most  small  birds  have  cruising  speeds 
of  from  20  to  40  miles  an  hour.  They 
can  fly  a  bit  faster  in  an  emergency, 
but  not  for  long.  The  rate  of  travel 
and,  to  some  extent,  the  routes,  de- 
pend a  good  deal  on  the  weather.

DYEING  DAYS  STARTE  DEARLY 

There's    evidence    to      show      that

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One  of  the  Landmarks  of 
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One  of  the  most  famous  landmarks 
in  Prince  Edward  County  may  be  torn 
down  soon.  The  Roblin  Mali  at  Amel- 
iasburg,  built  120  years  ago,  and  clos- 
ed down,  has  developed  a  serious 
crack  in  the  stone  walls.  Now  the 
danger  is  that  the  whole  of  the  west 
end  of  the  main  building  may  fall. 

John  Rofolin,  the  first  of  the  clan 
to  settle  in  Prince  Edward  County, 
was  a  United  Empire  Loyalist.  His 
son,  Owen,  built  the  present  mill  to 
1842.  Powered  by  water,  from  nearby 
RohMn's  Lake,  the  mill  'had  a  forty- 
foot  head  of  water  over  the  wheel. 
Pish  in  the  lake  at  that  time  were 
so  thick  that  a  man  was  paidi,  full 
time,  to  net  fish  entering  the  gates 
of  the  mill,  and  prevent  them  from 
going  through,  and  perhaps  jamming 
the  wheel. 

During  one  year,  the  lake  failed. 
Rather  than  close  the  mill,  the  owners 
at  the  time  decided  to  convert  to 
steam  power.  The  conversion  took  al- 
most a  year,  and  by  the  time  it  was 
completed  the  lake  was  full  again. 

FINE  STONE  STRUCTURE 

The  main  building  of  the  mill  is 
an  impressive  stone  structure,  five 
storeys  high.  The  stone  to  build  it 
came  from  Kingston,  by  schooner, 
according  to  some  accounts,  and  was 
hauled  over  land  from  Redhersville. 
Other  accounts  suggest  the  stone  may 
have  been  local,  removed  when  the 
road  to  Redhersville  was  cut  into  the 
escarpment  on  which  Ameliasburg 
stands. 

The  inside  of  the  mill  is  of  wooden 
construction,  and  most  of  it  is  in 
good  repair.  The  floors  appear  solid, 
except  at  the  very  dangerous  west 
end,  the  millstones  are  still  in  place 
and  apparently  ready  for  work,  and 
most  of  the  wooden  machinery  might 
still  work. 

Perhaps  the  most  surprising  ex- 
ample of  preservation  is  the  old  flour 
sifter.  This  wooden  machine,  on  one 
of  the  upper  floors,  retains  some  of 
the  silk  screens  that  once  sifted  the 
flour,  and  there  is  still  flour,  many 
years  old,  in  the  machine.  Although 
the  windows  are  boarded  up,  some 
parts  Of  tttie  mill  convey  am  impression 
that  the  business  is  just  closed  for 
a  weekend. 

NEVER   CLOSED 

During  the  mill's  heyday,  however, 
it  was  never  closed.  When  the  Amer- 
ican Civil  War  put  rifles  in  the  hands 
of  most  American  men,  Canadian 
farmers  grew  the  food  for  most  of 
the  Northern  States,  and  Upper  Can-

Roblin  Milling  Co.  Ltd.  was  operat- 
ing 24  hours  a  day  for  the  duration 
of  the  war  and  part  of  the  follow- 
ing reconstruction  period. 

Two  teams  of  horses,  according  to 
local  history,  were  kept  busy  at  all 
times,  hauling  flour  to  'the  port  of 
Rednersville.  From  ,0R  e d n e  r  s  v  i  1 'J  e 
schooners  sailed  regularly  to  American 
ports.  Production  of  the  mill  at  this 
time  was  about  100  barrels  per  day, 
according  to  'the  "New  Historical  At- 
las of  Hastings  and  Prince  Edward 
Counties",  printed'  in  1878. 

With  the  Roblin  Mill  as  a  centre, 
Ameliasburg,  then  known  as  Roblin 's 
Mills,  became  a  prominent  town.  The 
same  water  used  to  run  the  Roblin 
Mill  was  also  put  to  work,  at  the 
bottom  of  the  escarpment,  to'  operate 
a  sawmill,  using  one  of  the  old  fa- 
shioned' upright  saws'. 

At  the  same  time,  there  was  a 
cooperage  mill,  a  shingle  mill,  and 
an  asbery  beltow  the  escarpment.  The 
sawmill  burned  before  the  year  1900, 
and  was  replaced  by  an  apple  evapor- 
ator. The  evaporator  didn't  last  long 
either,  but  an  account  otf  the  town 
during  the  year  1900  gives  the  popu- 
lation a*  500,  and  the  businesses  in- 
cluded two  blacksmith  shops,  two  car- 
riage factories  and  three  large  stores. 

WILL    BE    TORN   DOWN 

Edward  Roblin,  the  last  of  the 
family  to  operate  the  mill  personally, 
died  in  1900,  and'  Richard  Roblin,  the 
last  Roblin  to  own  the  mill,  died 
in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  in  1940.  Harry 
Smith,  of  Belleville,  bought  the  prop- 
erty and  the  then  inoperative  mill 
in  1947. 

Now  owned  by  Mac  Smith,  of  Belle- 
ville, the  building  will  be  torn  down, 
in  the  indefinite  future.  Mr.  Smith 
said  he  once  had  plans  for  it,  but 
that  he  abandoned  them  when  he 
realized  the  building  would  not  last. 
But  while  it  does  last,  the  building 
contains  a  slice  of  Prince  Edward 
County  history.

action  to  have  the  removal  of  sand 
stopped,  in  order  that  the  Sandbanks 
will  continue  to  be  a  monument  of 
beauty,  that  nature  intended  them 
to  be.  All  levels  of  government  in 
Prince  Edward  County  should  for- 
ward their  protest  in  this  regard.

"I  think  you  will  agree  that  it  is 
an  appropriate  setting  ...  in  a 
church  which  this  year  is  celebrat- 
ing its  Centennial,  in  the  church 
which  is  adjacent  to  the  Mariners' 
Memorial  Park  which  was  opened 
in  1967  and  features  the  lighthouse 
which  was  brought  from  FALSE! 
Duck  Island  where  it  sent  out  warn- 
ing rays  to  mariners  for  a  century. 
Its  flashing  rays  remind  us  of  the 
important  role  played  by  those  in 
Prince  Edward  County  in  writing 
the  marine  history  of  Canada. 
FAMOUS  SERVICE 

"Forty-three  years  ago,  a  God- 
fearing sailor,  Capt.  Nelson  Palm- 
atier  returned  to  his  home  in  Cher- 
ry Valley.  He  had  attended  a  serv- 
ice for  sailors  in  a  port  across  the 
lake  and  suggested  that  one  of  God- 
speed for  sailors  and  fishermen,  be 
held  in  the  early  spring.  The  serv- 
ice became  famous. 

"During  the  war  years,  the  serv- 
ices were  featured  by  presentation 
of  donations  to  the  British  War  Vic- 
tims' Fund.  At  these  services  indi- 
viduals and  organizations  contrib- 
uted around  $25,000  to  this  fund 
which  was  sent  to  help  the  heroic 
bombed  people  of  Britain. 

"But  always  at  these  services 
there  was  a  Memorial  Period  when 
tribute  was  paid  to  those  who  had 
entered  the  Last  Port.  This  list  of

"Although  he  was  not  a  Prince 
Edward  County  native,  we  include 
in  this  list  that  of  C.  H.  J.  Snider, 
who  died  in  Toronto,  December  12 
at  age  91.  A  sailor  as  a  youth,  auth- 
or of  many  books  on  marine  hist- 
ory, and  managing  Editor  of  the 
Toronto  Telegram  for  fifty  years, 
Mr.  Snider  participated  in  fifteen  of 
the  services  held  at  Cherry  Valley. 
He  joined  then  with  others  in  pay- 
ing tribute  to  those  who  had  entered 
the  Last  Port  and  Haven  of  Rest, 
and  now  today,  we  pay  tribute  to  his 
memory. 

"Missing  from  the  service  this 
year  is  a  well  known  personality 
in  the  person  of  Lindley  B.  Calnan, 
who  died  May  7.  He  was  managing 
Editor  of  the  Picton  Gazette  for  50 
years.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant 
with  the  Fleet  Air  Arm  of  the  Royal 
Navy  during  the  First  World  War 
and  a  highlight  of  his  experiences 
was  witnessing  the  surrender  of  the 
German  Navy   in   1918. 

"Others  who  have  entered  the 
Last  Port  this  year  are  Frank  Bon- 
gard  of  Cherry  Valley,  aged  91,  on 
November  14,  1971.  He  sailed  dur- 
ing schooner  days. 

"We  also  remember  Percy  Mat- 
tis  of  Consecon  who  died  May  12. 
He  was  a  longtime  commercial 
fisherman. 

There  may  be  others  and  we  will 
be  pleased  to  be  advised  each  year 
of  names  that  should  be  included, 
year,  we  are  sorry  we  omitted 
the  name  of  Gerald  Bongard  who 
was  a  fisherman  for  some  years  at 
Point  Traverse.

Changes  Announced 
In  Farm  Credit  Rules 


Agriculture  Minister  H.  A.  (Bud) 
Olson  has  announced  that  Bill  C-5, 
to  amend  the  Farm  Credit  Corpor- 
ation Act,  has  received  Royal  As- 
sent. 

The  changes  will  make  it  easier 
for  certain  farmers  to  borrow  mon- 
ey  from   the  corporation. 

The  amendments  will  also  en- 
able the  corporation  to  carry  out 
duties  or  functions  that  may  be 
assigned  to  it  under  other  agricul- 
tural programs  such  as  the  Small 
Farms    Development   Program. 

The  most  significant  changes  for 
individual   borrowers   are:

The  loan  limits  for  individual  far- 
mers, set  in  1964,  had  created  a  pro- 
blem for  some  farmers,  particular- 
ly those  attempting  to  improve  their 
buildings,  machinery  and  other  fac- 
ilities. 

These  limits  were  related  to  the 
number  of  farm  operators,  not  to 
the  size  of  the  farm  business. 

The  Act  has  been  amended  to 
provide  for  a  maximum  of  $100,000 
to  any  farmer  alone  or  jointly  with 
others  in  a  single  farming  opera- 
tions. 

The  amount  of  loan  will  still  be 
governed  by  the  size  and  repay- 
ment capability  of  the  individual 
farm.

"The  Roblin  family  is  extensively 
and  favorably  known  in  Upper  Can- 
ada, especially  in  the  Bay  region. 
Although  numerous,  they  have 
sprung  from  a  common  ancestry. 
Originally  of  English  or  Welsh  nat- 
ivity: at  the  commencement  of  the 
revolution  in  American  they  were 
found  dwelling  in  both  New  York 
and  New  Jersey  Provinces.  As  a 
result  of  the  revolt,  four  branches 
of  the  Roblin  family  came  into  Up- 
per Canada,  two  of  whom,  John 
and  Stephen,  were  brothers. 

JOHN  ROBLIN  lived  in  New  Jer- 
sey. He  took  no  part  in  the  con- 
test, but  his  sympathies  were  doubt- 
less with  the  Loyalists.  One  day  his 
home  was  raided,  and  during  the 
ransacking,  John  was  shot  in  the 
knee,  and  Stephen  was  suspended 
by  the  thumbs  to  a  tree  with  a  view 
of  finding  where  the  money  was 
hidden.  John  Roblin  was  afterward 
placed  into  a  rebel  hospital  and 
was  so  maltreated  that  he  became 
a  life  long  cripple". 

We  in  our  research  have  found  a 
John  Roblin  on  lot  25  W/2  1st.  con- 
cession of  Thurlow.  He  had  small 
buildings  and  improvements.  (Set- 
tlement of  Upper  Canada  by  Dr. 
Canniff,  p.  666). 

Ontario  Archives  —  "I  believe 
John  Roblin  was  located  on  lot  No. 
25,  Con.  1  of  Thurlow  as  a  loyal- 
ist. Unfortunately  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  any  document  in  our 
holdings  to  substantiate  this.  Ap- 
parently, John  Roblin  died  before 
letters  patent  were  issued  for  lot 
No.  25.  The  Heir  and  Devisee  Com- 
mission awarded  the  lot  to  John 
Roblin  Jr.  of  Whitby  "as  eldest  son 
and  heir  at  law  of  John  Roblin  De- 
ceased, in  July  1829.  The  lot  was 
patented  in  his  name  on  Novem- 
ber 4th,  1829.  The  records  of  the 
Heirs  and  devisee  Commission  are 
extremely  valuable  as  a  source  of 
information  on  individual  families 
of  settlers.  Unfortunately,  the  file 
of  John  Roblin,  Jr.  known  as  claim 
No.  103  is  missing.  (A  copy  of  a  let- 
ter from  Ontario  Archieves). 

We  find  John  Roblin  and  Sarah 
Snider  both  of  Thurlow  Township, 
being  married  1816,  and  no  doubt 
they  were  living  on  this  land  till  it 
was  made  over  to  him  as  heir  at 
law.  I  find  a  patent  to  John  Roblin 
from  the  Crown  dated  November 
4th,  1829  and  on  July  13th,  1831  he 
sold  EV2  to  William  Wallbridge  and 
on  July  15th,  1831  the  WVi  to  John 
Dockstater.  (Research  at  Registry 
office  at  Belleville). 

We  are  aware  some  of  the  Rob- 
lin family  in  the  past  have  used 
and  been  given  John  Roblin  as  their 
Loyalist  U.E.  Ancestor.  This  is  not 
correct.  Neith  John  Roblin  or  any 
of  his  children  can  be  found  petit- 
ioning for  land  as  sons  or  daught- 
ers of  a  U.E.  He  does  not  appear 
to  have  joined  the   Royal   Standard 


phustown,  Sophiasburgh,  Tweed  and 
Owen    Sound. 

VII.  Harriett  Roblin  and  Absolam 
Loveless.  Harriett  was  my  great- 
great  grandmother  which  made  a 
good  reason  to  research  the  Rob- 
lin name.  There  are  three  Loveless 
men  on  the  U.E.  list  as  well  as 
three  Roblins,  but  the  father  of  I 
Harriett  was  not  a  U.E.  nor  was  | 
my  Absolam  a  U.E.,  so  1  lost  out 
in  both  cases.

On  Industry 

A  three-day  Economic  and  In- 
dustrial Development  Training 
Course  will  be  held  in  Picton  Aug- 
ust 22-24,  given  by  Prince  Edward 
County  in  conjunction  with  the  Min- 
istry of  Industry  and  Tourism  and 
the  Department  of  Regional  and 
Economic    Expansion. 

This  course  was  designed  to  pro- 
vide formal  training  in  industrial 
development  practices  and  methods, 
enabling  participants  to  assess  their 
community's  resources  and  to  iden- 
tify and  understand  the  influences 
that  shape  its  present  and  future. 
It  will  provide  a  practical  introduc- 
tion to  the  knowledge  and  skills  re- 
quired for  successful  industrial  de- 
velopment work. 

Topics  dealt  with  on  the  program 
will  include:  economic  background 
for  industrial  development,  the  role 
of  the  community  in  industrial  de- 
velopment, organization  for  indus- 
trial development,  land,  buildings 
and  industrial  parks,  identifying 
types  of  industry,  financing  indust- 
rial development,  internal  promo- 
tion  and   industrial    prospecting. 

This  is  the  first  such  course  to 
be  held  in  the  area,  and  is  expect- 
ed to  attract  a  good  number  of 
people  from  the  Quinte  district  and 
also  from  major  developing  cen- 
tres. 

Due  to  a  limitation  o*  space  and 
a  desire  to  keep  the  course  down  to 
a  level  at  which  good  communica- 
tion is  possible,  it  was  decided  to 
limit  enrolment  to  40.

Apple  Growers 
To  Get  Chance 
For  July  Vote 


The  Farm  Products  Marketing 
Board  has  announced  that  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  by  apple  pro- 
ducers on  the  continuance  of  the 
Commission  will  be  conducted  on 
July  12,  at  polls  to  be  announced. 
This  announcement  reaffirms  a  com- 
mitment given  when  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Commission  was  ap- 
proved in  1969  by  The  Hon.  William 
A.  Stewart,  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  Food,  that  an  expression  of 
producer  opinion  would  be  sought 
in  1972  on  the  continuance  of  the 
Commission. 

Lists  of  those  eligible  to  vote  will 
be  posted  in  the  county  and  district 
offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Food  from  June  19  to  June 
23  inclusive.  Apple  producers  are  in- 
vited to  examine  these  lists  to  as- 
sure themselves  that,  if  eligible, 
their  names  are  included. 

Growers  who  have  paid  a  minimum 
of  $25  in  license  fees  from  the  mar- 
keting of  the  1969  or  1970  crops  will 
be  eligible  to  vote.  These  years  are 
being  used  as  the  basis  for  determin- 
ing eligibility  since  the  records  for 
the  1971  crop  are  not  yet  available. 
Producers  with  existing  plantings 
which,  when  in  full  production, 
would  generate  license  fees  of  at 
least  $25  will,  after  making  a  declar- 
ation to  this  effect,  be  entitled  to 
vote.

EDWIN    PLATT    ROBLIN 

A  resident  of  Richmond 
Hill  sihce  his  retirement  in 
1952.  Edwin  Piatt  iRoblin  died 
at  his  home  there  April  30, 
after  a  brief  illness.  He  was 
Rev.  Charles  Higginson,  of 
Richmond  Hill  United  Church, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Dir.  M.  C. 
Johnston,  of  Thornhill  Bapt- 
ist Church,  conducted  the  fun- 
eral service  in  the  Wright  and 
Taylor  Funeral  Home,  on  Mon- 
day afternoon,  May  2.  Alan 
Frizzell,  Robert  Gordon,  El- 
mer Irwin,  Harvey  Hogan, 
Freeman  Coone  and  William 
Drinkwater  acted  as  pall-bear- 
ers and  interment  was  in  St. 
John's  Norway  Cemetery,  in 
Toronto. 

The  ancestry  of  Mr.  Roblin, 
elder  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jacob  F.  Roblin,  Adolph- 
ustown,      probably    contained 
more  United  Empire  Loyalist 
blood  than  that  of  any  other 
person  of  his  generation.    The 
list   of  his  ancestors  included

majrterial  of  anyone  on  the  U«E«L*s  and  our  family* 

Anything  you  could  pass  on  to  me  w0uld  be  greatly  appreciated*  I  have  some 
information  but  I  am  not  sure  whether  ot  not  it  is  rel&aable* 

To  give  you  a  starting  placet  I  was  named  after  my  father,  Leander  Roblin  of 
Brighton*  Ontario*  He  bad  tw0  brothers.  Jacob  Roblin  who  had  the  blacksmith 
shop  in  Brighton  and  George  Roblin  who  ran  a  hardware  store  there*  My  father 
was  about  sixty  four  when  he  died  fifty  eight  years  ago*  This  w0uld  make 
his  birth  about  1840*  Perhaps  this  will  give  you  some  idea  of  where  to  start.
